ST: Whats the current line up of Wide Awake? 

JM: Tom on Vocals.Me on Guitar,Rob on Bass and Scott 
on Drums. 

ST: Who started the band and when? 

JM: It was orginally Tom and our Bassist John,They 
were just hanging out and were thinking of starting a 
band and they asked me to play guitar for them and 
thats basically it. John is supposed to be coming here 
today. After I joined, we got Rob M for drums but hes 
not around anymore.

ST: What are your favorite bands to play with? 

JM: Bold. IT used to be Aware but I don’t know.. 

ST: Sean whats up with Aware? 

S: Our Guitarist and drummer want to start a new band 
and theyre not into it anymore so i dont whats going to 
happen.We are going to play at tje Anthrax with Dag 
Nasty and then at CBGB the nexr night and after that I 
think its basically over with them. 


ST: Where and when was Wide Awake’s first show? 

JM: Our first show was on 1/2/1987 at Chatam Oaks 
with YOT.Bold.No Milk on Tuesday and Aware 
S: Dont forget whats his name 
JM: Oh. Egg . The Poet. 

JS: Pizza Baby 


ST: How did the show go? 

JM: It was great but it was hard. It was us and aware 
and were both together for like only a month. We each 
played like five songs and we just wanted to go home. 
S:We Were scared shitless! 

JM. But after the show , Ray came up to us and said 
“Man you guys played great!' then we were psyched 
that YOT liked us. We were like "man were rock stars!" 
JM. Our set and Aware’s set combined was about 20 
minutes. It was real cool and YOT rocked! It was before 
their album came out and they still had Richie and Mike 



ST: Do Wide Awake have any tour plans? 

JM: During the spring break we re gonna’ play a 
couple of shows in the area. Hopefully this 
summer we can do something with Aware if they 
stay together or we might do something with Up 
Front. 

ST: What do you guys do outside the band? 

JM Rob goes to college. He only comes back like 
one day a week. He does a lot of skiing in the 
boonies up in Vermont 'cause that’s where he goes 
to college. Tom, me and Scott all go to Brookfield 
High School. I work at Inland Water Sports. It has 
an awesome skate shop. Tom doesn't work and 
Scott sometimes has a job and sometimes doesn't. 
He just hangs out. 


ST: What are some bands from California that 
you like? 

JM. Insted are really good. I just got the Hard- 
stance demo and it's awesome. I used to like Half 
Off before I read their lyrics. 

S. Their new album stinks! 

JM. Their LP? I don’t know... I don’t want to say 
anything bad y 

S: It’s lame! 

JM: They could have done a better job recording it. 
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ST: If YOT never formed after the Violent Chil¬ 
dren years, do you think the straight edge scene 
would be the same as it is today? 

JM YOT has done a lot for the scene. Violent Chil¬ 
dren were awesome but I wasn’t around then. I’d 
say it wouldn’t be as big in NY as it is but in CT... 
When you think about it, CT never really had much 
of a straight edge scene even after YOT. When us 
and Aware first started off only the older bands like 
76% Uncertain, Seizure, etc. were around. Straight 
edge has never been a big thing in CT. As soon as 
YOT started, new bands started to pop up all over 
NY and it didn’t really affect CT. There are still not 
a lot of bands in the CT scene. I want CT to get on 
the rebound and get more bands because it’s an 
awesome scene and we have the best club in the 

country. The Anthrax rules! 

JS: You guys ever hear of that new Ridgefield 
band? 

JM: Oh yeah, they’re awesome. Sudden Death. 
They are cool. 
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I S: What’s the other Ridgefield band? 

| JM: Solitary Confinement. 

S: What about Threshold Of Pain? Man, they 
rock! I saw them with about 15 people. They 
played with School of Violence. 

JS: I saw them. 

S: The bassist has a whammy bar and a distortion 
pedal and the singer sang wild. He was tall and 
skinny. They were really loud.
